(Continued From Last Week) 

“Friday we reached Palermo, we 
anchored out in the harbour, I 
arrived on deck at 7.30. There was 
nothing to see before as the sun! 
had not risen. Palermo is on the 
forth eastern shore of Sicily, sit- 
uated in a crescent made by high 
mountains. The view of the city 
from the harbor in the early morn- 
ing is lovely, The houses are a! 
pinkish white, with red roofs and| 
the mountains behind were sort of 
grey, capped with light snow, and 
as the sun rose the peaks turned 
pinkish also. 

“After breakfast we went ashore. 
They don’t use a tender here, but | 
go in small boats, holding about six 
and rowed by one man, who stands | 
in the back and pushes his load a- 
long. You enter the boats by a frail 
looking shaky stairease hanging 
down the ship's side, There were 
quite a few of us taking the shore! 
excursion, Which is made in cars 
which rush you from one place to 
the next. 

“First we went to the 
Cathedral, It is a terrible mixture 
of architecture, as it was first a 
Christain church, then a Mosque, 
and then a church again, Bits have 
been pulled down, bits have been 
added, statues have been taken from 
the inside and stuck on the outside, 
domes have been added and the 
result is a muddle of various ages 
and religions and not much of any- 
thing. 

“From here we went to the 
royal palace. That is also a mixture 
of Norman and Saracen architee- 
ture. Here there is some beautiful | 
Mosaic work. 

“Next we motored to the Cata-! 
combs and then to Moreale. The | 
Cathedral at Morecale is wonderful. 
It is a little over three hundred feet 
long. The entire wall, starting from 
about half way up to the ceiling, is 
Mosaic in tiny pieces. Below that 
the Mosaic is not solid, only in pat- 
terns. The floor also is patterned | 
with mosaic. The walls behind the 
Altar are concave, and in the centre | 
section high up near the roof is a 
figure of Christ from the waist up. 
The hands are spread in blessing. 
The right hand holds a scroll with | 
an inscription, the left has two} 
fingers extended. The head is the} 
usual one with a brown short beard. 
It measures from crown to end of 
beard ( a short one) nine feet and 
looks only about a foot long from 
the body of the church. This will 
give you an idea of the immense | 
size of the church. Around the walls | 
of the main p&rt of the church are 
two rows of scenes from Genesis | 
and under the arches are more | 
scenes in mosaic. The immense altar | 
and candelabra are solid silver with | 
gold plated trimmings. 

“From the Cathedral we went to 
the Cloisters. These used to be part 
of the Church, but are separate now. | 
The Cloisters are almost square 
with lovely flowers and trees in the 
centre and the walk lined with pil-|

“Saturday we arrived at Naples, 


I had mentioned to the Stewardess | 


that I mijcht like to get up early to 
see the bay of Naples, so she, the 
little monkey, arrived at my cabin 
at 6 a.m. And got me out of bed and 
sent me up on deck to see the sights. 
It was just getting light. Vesuvius 
was smoking like a good one, and 
all Naples was a blaze of electric 
lights. The smoke from Vesuivus 
looked very black and very heavy. 
However in daylight it turned out 
to be white and not so heavy 
thourh it seems to move very slow- 
ly. 

“We did not have time to go to 
Pompeii but dad:and I drove instead 
to a place called Salfatara or the 
Little Vesuvius. This is 
voleano that fell in ages ago and 
buried a town as Vesuvius buried 
Pompeii. It is the other side of 
Naples from Vesuvius and sep- 
arated by several miles. For many 
vars Salfatara has been quiet, but 


in the last six years it has begun | 


to work again, and in the last six 


months has developed a great deal. 


The crater is a mile around the edge 
and you can walk all round inside. 
There are trees growing there and 
the guide house is built inside, but 
over at one side there is a bare 
part with nothing growing and here 
the Vvoleano is beginning to work. 


The ground is white like an alkali | 
bed and you can only walk out to the | 


centre by a certain path. Out in the 
centre is a hole with a deposit 
round it and out of the hole comes 
steam, and lava shoots up every 
now and then. As you walk out there 
are litle holes beside the path where 
steam and sulphur fumes are com- 
ing out. In one place there is a pool 
of water that is boiling all the time. 


The guide picks up stones which he! 
\ throws in the air. As they land they 


make a hollow sound and you learn 
that you are standing on a crust 
that is only nine feet thick and 
under you is boiling lava and water. 

“The main hole containes lava at 
400 degrees, You can lean over and 
watch it boil (a thing that cannot 
be done at Vesuvius.) After we 


had looked in, the guide took us to | 
one side of the hole and told us to} 


watch it and also the rest of the 
crater. He then lit some torches and 
waved them over the hole and round 
it. Immediately from all over the 
place steam began to pour out 
where there had been none before 
and what steam was coming out 


of the main hole was increased in| 
the | 


volume. He explained that 
torches light the sulphur fumes and 
“ause such a great heat that it 
affects the water below. 

“Next we went to see another 
hole and here sand was boiling. It 
and spurted up just like 
boiling water with the gases and 
steam that was coming up. 

“The guide then showed us
